ORDER 

New Delhi, the 17th March 1962 

S.O. 848.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 8 of the Goa, Daman 
&. Diu (Administration) Ordinance, 1962 (2 of J962), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order, namely: — 

(1) This Order may be called the Goa, Daman and Diu (Administration) 

Removal of Difficulties Order, 1962. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the twentieth day of 

December, 1961. 

For the period during which any law In force immediately before the 
twentieth day of December, 1961, in Goa, Daman ana Dm or any part thereof is 
not adapted under sub-section (2) of section 4 of the Goa, Daman and Diu 
(Administration) Ordinance, 1962, the powers conferred and duties imposed by 
01 under any provision of such law on any functionary specified in column I 
ot the Table below shall, unless such provision is inconsistent with, or lepug- 
nant to, the provisions of the Constitution, be exercisable and performed, sub¬ 
ject to such directions as the Central Government may give, by the functionary 
specified in column II thereof opposite to that functionary.

3. In exercising any power or performing any duty of the Governor General 
of the State of India under any such law as is referred to in paragraph 2 it shall 
not be necessary for the Administrator to obtain the approval or prior opinion of 
any body or authority notwithstanding that under such law the Governor General 
is required to obtain the approval or prior opinion of such body or authority. 

4. The Administrator, the Chief Civil Administrator, Goa, and the Senior 
Superintendent of Police, Goa, may by order direct that any power which mav 
be exercised or any duty which may be performed by him under any law as 
aforesaid shall, in such circumstances and under such conditions, if any, as may 
be specified in such order, be exercisable or performed also by any other officer 
specified in the Order.
